One of the greatest challenges facing ESL students is the advanced speak. 0 
class in which the most confident students dominate the discussion and 
the more reticent students quickly withdraw. Discussion Starters helps 
balance the oral participation of all the students in the class, promoting 
an environment in which everyone has not only the opportunity but a 
real need to speak out. 

Each unit contains exercises that provide speaking interaction about a 
central topic or idea. In most of these activities, students must work 
together in pairs or small groups to reach a conclusion about a topic. The 
activities and tasks in Discussion Starters are real situations from all over 
the world. Contemporary political and social topics enable students to 
engage in lively dialogue about issues they face in their daily lives, such 
as smoking regulation, the environment, and multiculturalism. 

There is ample background material in the text to prepare students in 
advance for a discussion. Thus, students can spend their class time 
speaking about and discussing topics rather than reading about them. A 
unique and important feature of this text is the inclusion of homework 
exercises that call on students to sort out their ideas and opinions before 
coming to class. This allows students to be prepared for the speaking 
activities in class and is of special importance to less confident speakers. 
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Teaching 

One of the most challenging teaching situations i 
ing class. In theory, the teacher (or a student) can bring up a given topic and the 
students will discuss its merits or controversial aspects. In reality, however, this is 
rarely die case. In most classes, the most confident students tend to dominate the 
discussion and the weaker students, those who really need this class, quickly with- 
draw. In order to keep the "discussion" going, the teacher ends up trying to draw 
the students out. In effect, this "discussion" often becomes a question and answer 
exchange between the teacher and a few students. 

With a wide variety of engaging topics and unique interactive exercises de- 
signed to keep the discussion flowing, Discussion Starters aims to balance die 
speaking loads of all the students in the class and thus promote an environment in 
which everyone has not only a chance but a real need to speak out. In fact, many 
times the exercises have been designed so that students cannot complete the speak- 
ing task unless everyone in the group participates and speaks up. Therefore, stu- 
dents actually need the input of other students to complete the discussion task. 



Using the Book 

The most important pedagogical point involved in using this book is tiiat the teacher 
give the students the time and framework to think about their own ideas so they 
can form a coherent opinion. It is extremely important to realize that our students 
have a number of factors working against them: they may lack confidence in their 
English skills, they may not have any background information about the topic, they 
may not have participated in group discussions much, they may not be interested 
in the topic (because diey have not been engaged personally), and they may not 
have any opinion at all about the topic (diough this last factor is definitely not 
limited to normative speakers). 

These possible limitations of our students have been taken into account, and 
the exercises within each unit are set up in a special way in order to help the 
students develop and organize their ideas and thus foster confidence in their knowl- 
edge of die topic, which will facilitate speaking. Whenever a question for discus- 
sion is introduced, there is a prerequisite exercise which has the students write out 
their own ideas. This exercise sometimes consists of a series of short questions 
designed to guide the students dirough the critical thinking process. At other times, 
the exercise has two or three questions that are more general in nature but still aim 
to guide the students so that they can put their ideas down on paper.

To the Teacher 



This book is built on the premise that having to write out our thoughts on 
paper forces us to reexamine, rethink, and recycle our ideas until we have a much 
neater package. At workshops, when teachers are asked their opinion about a 
topic and then told, before everyone has had a chance to speak out, to write out 
their opinions in 25 to 50 words, it is usually the case that their written opinions 
have changed somewhat from their original opinion. Certainly they are more di- 
rected and more to the point. When teachers are then asked to continue talking 
about the topic in question, the discussion seems to flow much better. In addition, 
teachers who were reluctant to speak up before now do so. The printed word in 
front of them seems to be an anchor for those who were hesitant or reluctant to 
speak up before. The simple act of writing out one's thoughts on paper before 
having to speak does make a real difference in not only the quality but also the 
quantity (fluency) of the discussion. 

For example, when a student is suddenly confronted with the statement "People 
shouldn't drink and drive," it might be difficult for many students to say something 
diat makes much sense and really expresses their opinion. Most students in this 
situation in a group will be so nervous about what they are going to say that they 
can't and don't listen to the other students until after they themselves have spoken. 
Thus, what ensues more resembles a series of monologues than a dialogue or dis- 
cussion of sorts. For this class to be a real learning and developing situation with 
interaction it is much better (and I would argue necessary) to have the students 
write out their ideas briefly beforehand. 

Topics for Discussion 

A quick glance at the table of contents will reveal that the 32 units cover an ex- 
tremely wide range of topics. Though most of the topics in the text are serious 
(conservation, gun control, multiculturalism, AIDS), many others deal with lighter 
topics (humor and culture, group crosswords, traditional fairy tales, unique court 
cases). The topics that have been chosen do not contain material that will quickly 
become dated. 

Unlike other discussion books on the market today, Discussion Starters rarely 
uses imaginary situations for discussion (e.g./Imagine that a loved one is hooked 
up to a life-support system" or "If you could only choose five people to enter a fall- 
out shelter, which five of these eight people would you choose?") When people 
have been challenged to come up with a potential solution to a task or problem, 
they rightfully expect to be able to hear what the "correct" answer is. For example, 
in the well-known "Baby Jessica" case (unit 6), students are told about the case and 
then asked to be the judge. After they have discussed each other's verdicts and 
reasons, they are then instructed to turn to the back of the book to discover the 
actual decision of the judge or jury in this case. 
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The activities and tasks in Discussion Starters are real situations from all over 
the world. When students are asked what they would do in a given situation or 
how a judge should rule in a case, there is a real answer that is provided. 

Types of Interaction in the Exercises 

Most of the units in this book introduce a problem or controversial topic at the 
begirining of the unit This is then followed by a series of exercises designed to 
prepare all of the students so tiiat they can express their ideas at the next class 
meeting. A unit usually includes several kinds of oral fluency activities, but some of 
the major types of activities are listed here. 

Problem-solving tasks: A unique feature of this text is that every unit in this text 
has several tasks in which students must cooperate to solve a problem while using 
English. 

Court cases: Exercises 1 . 1 , 2.2, 2.8, 6.3, 6.6, 6.9, 2 1 .4, 22.4, 24. 1 , 25. 1 , 26. 1 5, 28.9, 
31.1, 31.10. Each of these exercises pertains to a real court case that involves the 
topic of the unit. Students are told to work out their own solution as if they were 
the judge or jury and tiien discuss their ideas at the next class meeting. Actual 
decisions are revealed in a special section at the back of the book. 

Finish the story: Units 5, 20. A story that has a unique ending has been begun in 
the unit, but the ending has deliberately been left off. Instructions are given for 
having students discuss possible endings and reasons for their choices. As with all 
the material in this text, these are actual stories that, incredible as they may sound, 
really happened. 

Speaking puzzles: Units 11, 29. Students work in threes to complete a puzzle. 
Each student has access to one-third of the clues. Students must cooperate by 
giving spoken clues to each other so that they can complete the entire puzzle. 

Role-play: Units 16, 19, 23, 24, 27, 30. Though the unit does not revolve around 
the role-play exercise, these units do include an exercise that has the students do 
some sort of role-play regarding the topic of the unit. Possible roles are often sug- 
gested, but it is up to the teacher to choose which roles should be used. Whedier 
or not role-plays succeed in class depends a lot on the dynamics of the given group 
of students.

To the Teacher

Discussion and oral presentations: Units 3, 7, 10, 13, 18. Though these units 
contain other types of interaction, one of the main points of these units is that 
students bring in related material from outside class to present to the rest of the 
class. 



Charts and questionnaires: Units 4, 10, 14, 23, 32. Smdents must work together 
to complete information in a chart or questionnaire. Since each student has only a 
piece of the information in the chart, it is necessary that all students speak up in the 
activity for the group to be able to complete the chart successfully. Questionnaires 
actively engage the students at a personal level; later students compare their re- 
sponses with responses of other students in their groups. 

Put the story together: Units 9, 15, 17. Students work in large groups to solve a 
strip story. Each student has one piece of the story and all students must work 
togedier or a solution is impossible.

Discussion Starters consists of 32 self-contained units. There is ample background 
material in die text to start students on their way to a discussion. Teachers do not 
have to spend time searching for articles that most of the students in the class will 
be able to comprehend (which is in itself a major job for any teacher), and students 
do not have to do extensive outside reading in order to feel qualified to talk about 
the topics. Thus, students can spend their class time speaking about and discussing 
topics rather than reading about them silently. (Naturally, teachers may assign addi- 
tional readings to supplement the topics in Discussion Starters if they wish.) 

An important unique feature of this text is that there are efficient, i.e., simple 
yet effective, homework exercises in which students must sort out their ideas and 
opinions before coming to class to discuss or talk about the issues in the textbook. 
This allows all students to be prepared for the speaking activities in class and is of 
special importance to the weaker, less confident normative speakers. It also allows 
the teacher to feel confident that all die students in the class, regardless of their 
native country, education level, or age, now have a known common background 
about the topic. Some students will naturally know more about certain topics, but 
now die teacher at least has a common denominator from which to start i 
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Each unit contains a number of exercises (usually around 10) diat provide speak- 
ing interaction about a central topic or idea. In most of these activities, students 
must work together in pairs or small groups to solve a problem, reach a consensus, 
discuss ideas, or complete some odier kind of speaking task. 

A particular strength of die design of this text is that there is no set pattern for 
introducing a topic. Units begin with cartoons, questionnaires, puzzles, court cases, 
and proverbs. This variety should help keep a discussion course from becoming 
monotonous or too predictable after a few weeks. 



Communication Activities 

At the back of this text, there are 55 communication activities. These are an essen- 
tial part of certain units. In a given exercise in a unit, students are often told to 
work in pairs or small groups. Student A will be told to look at one communication 
activity while student B will be told to look at another communication activity. In 
t this way, the students hold different pieces of information which only they know 
and which they must share verbally with their partner. Since the two pieces of 
information are not on the same page or even near each other in the text, the 
students must talk to their partners to complete the given language task. 

It is essential that students understand the whole activity before teachers have 
students do the communication activities. The teacher should give an overview of 
the exercise, explain how the communication task will work, divide the class into 
pairs or groups as die exercise says, and then walk around the room to help any 
students who might still have questions. 



Fluency versus Accuracy in Language Learning 

All exercises that are done in any language class are done either for accuracy, for 
fluency, or for a combination of the two. However, we teachers very often tend to 
do one to the exclusion of the other, and much of what we do, especially what we 
have traditionally done, is heavily oriented toward accuracy. While this may be 
appropriate at lower levels of language proficiency, diere is a need to balance accu- 
racy exercises with fluency exercises. 

For an exercise to be fluency-oriented, the exercise should be slightly below 
the actual level of the students so that the student can practice extensively without 
becoming too distracted by difficult or unfamiliar vocabulary and grammatical points. 
In other words, the students should find the language level in the exercise easy. 
The purpose of a fluency exercise is to increase the volume of actual language 
practice that students can accomplish in the given time limitations. Having die 
students write out their opinions ahead of time, as many of the exercises require, 
will allow the students to concentrate their efforts in class on actual speaking rather 
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than reading, listening, or vocabulary. Students will learn to speak about a topic in 
English by doing just that— actually spending class time speaking. 

Integrated Skills 

Having students write something on the topic before they discuss the topic is inno- 
vative and integrates writing and speaking. Although this book is designed pri- 
marily to encourage speaking, it calls for other skills such as reading, writing, listen- 
ing, working in groups, and cooperative learning. Yet this is accomplished without 
students having to do an extensive amount of outside reading or writing, which 
allows the students to focus on the primary goal of this text: speaking fluency and 
discussion skills. 

Vocabulary Development 

Regardless of any ESL or EFL student's level, vocabulary development is one of the 
primary concerns of many students. To help students acquire and retain important 
new vocabulary which pertains to the topics presented in the units of Discussion 
Starters, each unit concludes widi a vocabulary check exercise called Language 
Review The format for tiiis exercise varies from unit to unit. The seven different 
formats used for vocabulary review in this text are as follows.

Two days later, Cara gave up her parental 
rights and allowed her baby to be adopted. 

Jan and Robby DeBoer lived in Michigan. Robby had had an infection 
during her honeymoon and had to have a hysterectomy, which meant she 
could not have any biological children. The DeBoers were eager to adopt a 
child, but in Michigan, where private adoptions are not allowed, the DeBoers 
would have to use a state-approved adoption agency and there was a long 
waiting period to get a child since die number of parents wanting to adopt 
outnumbered the children available for adoption by 40 to 1 . 

The DeBoers heard about Cara through a friend. Though Michigan does 
not allow private adoptions, Iowa does, so die DeBoers went to Iowa to see 
about adopting Cara's child. Cara gave up her baby to the DeBoers. In a 
note, she said, "I know you will treasure her and surround her with love. 
God Bless and Keep You All." So in February 1991, the baby girl began her 
life as Jessica DeBoer in Ann Arbor, Michigan. 

Later, Cara saw her old boyfriend Dan Schmidt at work and told him 
every-thing. She told him that he was the father of the baby she had just 
given up for adoption. Cara began to have second thoughts and Dan wanted 
his child back, a child that he had never gotten a chance to know, a child 
that he had never given up. 

The DeBoers were of course shocked to hear that Cara wanted her baby 
back. They had followed all of the correct procedures and were getting 
used to their new life as happy parents. The DeBoers decided to fight. The 
case of "Baby Jessica" went to court. 
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Cara and Dan Schmidt decided to get married. Cara said that at the time 
of Jessica's birth, she had not received any counseling about what it really 
meant to give up her child. (If this adoption had gone dirough an approved 
agency, the whole problem might not have happened, since agency adop- 
tions, unlike most private adoptions, require lengthy counseling sessions 
for both birth parents and adoptive parents.) Cara said she was confused at 
the time of Jessica's birth. She was a single, working parent in a rural area. 
Dan said he had never given up his rights as the baby's father. He had never 
signed away his baby, so it was not right for anyone to take her away. 

Jan and Robby DeBoer were convinced that they had followed all the 
correct procedures. They went to Iowa and brought back their baby. They 
were the only parents that Jessica had ever known and Jessica developed a 
psychological bond to them during these two and a half years, not to the 
Schmidts. The DeBoers also pointed out that Dan Schmidt was an unfit 
parent because he already had two other children by two other women and 
he had made no effort to help raise those two children. The DeBoers said 
that diey should not be held liable for the fact that Cara lied about Jessica's 
father on the birth certificate.

Exercise 10.11 

Here are some interesting facts about things we can do in our daily lives and their 
effects on die planet. 

1. Buy the right appliance. The older the appliance, the more energy it needs to 
run. Replacing your old refrigerator with a high-efficiency type can reduce 
your energy cost by approximately $70 a year, and cutting our electricity bills 
helps to reduce pollution. 

2. Check to see that your car dres are properly inflated. America could save up to 
2 billion gallons of gas per year with properly maintained tires. 

3. Drive alone less. Americans drive more than a trillion miles a year, with die 
average motorist driving 10,100 miles a year and burning up 507 gallons of 
gasoline. Every gallon of gasoline burned produces 22 pounds of carbon diox- 
ide. Adding just one person to our cars would reduce the number of single- 
occupant cars and help save more dian 33 million gallons of gasoline a day! 

4. Bring your own grocery bag to die store. This idea seems so simple that you 
would not think that it is very important. However, it is. It takes one 15-year- 
old tree to produce 700 paper grocery bags. 

5. Cut down on meat and increase the amount of vegetables and fruit that you eat. 
It takes seven pounds of grain— usually fertilized corn— to produce a pound of 
beef; by contrast, it takes only two pounds of grain to produce a pound of 
chicken. Cows also use up a tremendous amount of water and produce ma- 
nure and methane gas, which contributes to the greenhouse effect, 

6. Putting a plastic botde in our toilets will not affect the toilet system but will 
save several hundred gallons of water a'year per household in America. 

7. Turn off the water when you are brushing your teeth. This could save approxi- 
mately 300 gallons of water per year per person. In the United States, this 
would translate roughly into more than 67 billion gallons of water each year 
(300 x 225,000,000 = 67,500,000,000). Isn't it shocking how such a small 
thing can have such a tremendous impact?

When Cultures Clash: 
Multiculturalism and Clothing

Wearing medals he had earned fighting in the British Eighth Army in 
North Africa in World War n, Pritam Singh Jauhal, a 73-year-old Canadian 
citizen, marched in a Canadian Veterans Day parade. Later he and five other 
Sikh veterans were to attend a commemorative gathering at the local Royal 
Canadian Legion hall in Vancouver. However, when they tried to enter, 
they were not allowed in because the dress code does not allow headgear 
and the men were wearing turbans. 

Sikhs are a religious group that began in India. For practicing Sikh men, 
wearing a turban over their uncut hair is a requirement. Thus, because the 
turban is required, Mr. Jauhal and his colleagues refused to remove their 
turbans at the legion hall. 

Mr. Jauhal stated, "Since we all fought together in the battle against 
the common enemy, why should we not be able to go like brothers into one 
room? They are being disgraceful and disgusting." Other Sikhs said that 
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they heard no objections to their turbans while they were fighting in the 
wars and wonder why they should hear them now. Furthermore, die Sikhs 
add that the legion specifically opened its doors to veterans from all coun- 
tries on Veterans Day. 

The other veterans say they are showing respect to Queen Elizabeth II 
by removing their headgear. In the past, the Queen has met with Sikhs 
wearing turbans without being offended. Though she is aware of the cur- 
rent problem, Buckingham Palace says that she does not wish to get in- 
volved in this particular controversy. 

The national Canadian Legion was embarrassed by the bad publicity 
and quickly issued an order requiring that the 1,750 local branches not 
consider turbans to be headgear. However, a few local branches have said 
they will not do so.

The students say that 'female Muslims are supposed to cover their hair 
and that their scarves are a religious requirement. The students contend 
that their suspension is religious discrimination. The government claims 
that it is not religious cliscrimination since no religious expression of any 
kind is allowed in its schools. 

(Extra information: One reason that this issue is controversial is that in 
France there are up to 3 million Muslims, the second largest religious group 
after Roman Catholicism.)

Exercise 12.5 

Both of these stories deal with a larger issue: multiculturalism. While Canada and 
America have been settled by immigrants from many different countries, France 
has not had as large an influx. We often hear about African-Americans, Italian- 
Americans or Polish-Americans, but France has no tradition of Portuguese-French 
or Italian-French despite the fact that 7 million Poles, Italians, Russians, Spaniards, 
and Portuguese immigrated to France between 1880 and I960. 

Jean-Claude Barreau, a government expert on immigration, said "The French 
are not racists, but they want foreigners to become French, to be discreet about 
religion, to become integrated at school as individuals. Now, for the first time, we 
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have people born in France who are not French." The situation now is different 
from that in the past because today's immigrants are neither European nor Chris- 
tian. The government contends that anything that accents these differences, such 
as head scarves, segregates the immigrants instead of helping them to assimilate. 

In a recent survey in Canada, 41 percent of the participants said they believe 
that Canadian immigration policy has allowed in "too many people of different races 
and cultures." Concerning the Sikhs and their turbans, a number of legionnaires 
have made statements suggesting that Sikhs are somehow less than true Canadians. 

Discuss the challenges and problems of a multicultural society. As we move 
toward "borderless societies," how will the issue of multiculturalism affect us?

Food for Thought* 

On July 19, 1989, United Airlines flight 232 crashed in Sioux City, Iowa. 
The DC-10 jet left Denver for Chicago without any problems. Midway 
through the flight, there was a loud explosion, and passengers felt the plane 
shudder. The captain, 58-year-old Al Haynes, announced over the loud- 
speaker that the plane had lost an engine (there are three) but everydiing 
was fine. Though Captain Haynes had said that everything was all right, the 
real picture was quite different. Captain Haynes radioed that the entire 
hydraulic system had stopped working, meaning that he could no longer 
steer the plane. Though engines go out from time to time, never had a 
plane's complete hydraulic system gone out. Through a series of skillful

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initial explosion. (The plane could only make right turns, so they flew in 
wide loops to the right until they were near the ground.) 

Just as the plane was about to near the runway, the right wing dipped 
and die plane somersaulted across the ground, breaking die jumbo jet into 
large pieces. Amazingly, of the 296 people on board, 186 survived, and 
many of diem were able to walk out of the wreckage on their own through 
the cracks created by the impact of die crash. 

This type of problem had never occurred during a flight. The manual 
gave no instructions for what to do in this case. In fact, McDonnell-Doug- 
las, which makes the DC-10, had simulated this problem 45 times and not 
one of die simulations had a successful landing. Safety experts agreed that 
the high survival rate among the passengers on die ill-fated flight 232 was 
due to the amazing ability of Captain Haynes to keep the plane under con- 
trol until the final impact. 

On October 31, just two months later, Captain Haynes, with his wife 
and daughter on board, resumed flying with United. About a year later, 
Captain Haynes had to retire because he had reached 60, the mandatory 
retirement age for pilots in the United States. Not even his exemplary fly- 
ing record was able to gain Captain Haynes a reprieve from the retirement 
rule.

Some people strongly believe that drugs should be legalized. These 
people think that doing so would play a major role in reducing the amount 
of violent crime that has swept across the United States. Statistics show 
that many violent crimes are connected in one way or another to drugs: 
robberies (and murders) to fund drug habits, shootings from turf wars be- 
tween drug dealers, etc. If drugs were legally bought and sold much as two 
other drugs, alcohol and tobacco products, this would take the violent drug 
trade out of the streets. 

In 1993, U.S. Surgeon General Joycelyn Elders caused quite a stir when 
she said that the idea of legalization of drugs should be explored further. 
She cited the experience of other countries that have legalized drugs and 
seen reductions in their crime rate. In the same year, Kurt Schmoke, then 
mayor of Baltimore, publicly stated that drugs ought to be "medicalized." 
By this, he meant that trained health professionals should be able to give 
drugs to addicts as part of a treatment program. Baltimore, typical of many 
large U.S. cities in 1 992, had tremendous problems with drug-related crime: 
48 percent of Baltimore's homicides were drug related and 60 percent of its 
new AIDS cases were from intravenous drug use. Unfortunately, these sta- 
tistics, though several years old, still represent the current situation in many 
large U.S. cities. 

Jails in America are full, and a great number of those incarcerated are in 
jail because of their involvement with drugs. In the federal prison system, 
two-thirds of the inmates broke a drug law while only 1 in 1 0 is in jail for 
armed robbery and 1 in 100 for white-collar crimes. In 1993, Attorney 
General Janet Reno expressed concern that the overcrowded jail system 
was releasing violent offenders such as murderers and rapists to make room 
for nonviolent drug offenders. She suggested a review of tough mandatory 
sentences for federal drug offenders, including life imprisonment for grow- 
ing marijuana plants. Les Hess, chief of the Florida Criminal Intake Bureau, 
argued against reducing sentences for drug offenders by saying,"lf you guar- 
antee that people won't go to jail, there's no threat. Dope is a terrible 
poison that they're passing off, and it's draining us." While his point has its 
merits, the bottom line is that "going to jail" would not be an issue if drugs 
were legalized. 
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The war on drugs that the U.S. government has waged for so many 
years is being lost all across this country. The main focus of this war on 
drugs, stopping the supply of drugs, has had very limited success. Statistics 
show that drugs are just as readily available today in most cities across the 
United States as they were when then President Reagan launched his war 
on drugs in 1981. The total cost of this government-led war on drugs has 
run more than $100 billion. Each year the Coast Guard spends countless 
millions of dollars trying to keep drugs out, but for every boat or plane that 
is caught with illegal drugs, many more get in. The geography of the United 
States, with its 12,383-mile (19,929-km) coastline, does not favor keeping 
out illegal drugs. There have been many attempts to get poor growers in 
SouthAmerican countries such as Colombia and Bolivia to cut down on the 
amount of drug-producing crops grown there, but these programs have 
met with mediocre success at best. 

Clearly, the situation in the United States is not getting any better. In 
fact, for the average citizen, fearful of crime, perhaps it is time to change 
the situation by legalizing drugs.

Prohibition was an effort to stop people from drinking alcohol in the 
United States. Though there were many attempts at introducing prohibi- 
tion laws in the 1 800s, Prohibition did not take effect nationwide until 1 920, 
when an amendment to the Constitution expressly prohibiting the manu- 
facture or sale of alcohol was ratified. At first, Prohibition was largely suc- 
cessful. However, people soon became divided on the issue. Prohibition 
was favored by the mostiy Protestant setders whose families had lived in 
the United States for at least one generation. They believed that drinking 
was a threat to law and order in die big cities where most of the newly 
arrived immigrants lived, often in depressing and difficult situations. These 
people, most of whom lived in the rural country area, did not have any 
traditions with alcohol. However, the newly arrived immigrants, who were 
mostly Catholic or Jewish, were accustomed by their traditions to some 
kind of alcohol. The Irish drank whiskey or beer, the Italians, Greeks, and 
Jews drank wine, and the Germans and Poles drank beer. These people 
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could not understand why something that diey and their ancestors had 
always done was now taboo. 

Though many people followed the law concerning alcohol, mainly be- 
cause of die $ 1 ,000 fine or six-month jail sentence, the first of many daring 
alcohol thefts took place in Chicago when six masked men broke into a 
railroad yard and stole $100,000 worth of alcohol. This marked the rise of 
the legendary gangsters who grew into what is known today as the Mafia. 
People became more and more curious about alcohol, and people who 
never drank were drinking. In fact, by the late 1920s, there were more 
speakeasys, illegal bars, than diere ever were saloons before Prohibition. 

In 1933, the 21st Amendment to the Constitution officially ended this 
tragic era of American history. This end came about because it was ac- 
knowledged that Prohibition had failed. Despite its seemingly good inten- 
dons, Prohibition had increased lawlessness and drinking and had actually 
increased alcohol abuse.

The only immediate hope for containing this epidemic is a stronger emphasis on 
prevention, stopping die spread of this disease, since a cure appears to be a distant 
reality. Unfortunately, this line of action demands a constant uphill battle titat often 
results in small gains in areas that are often quite controversial: better sex educa- 
tion, promotion of condoms, needle exchange programs for drug addicts, safer 
blood supplies, and improved treatment of venereal diseases that increase the 
chances of the spread of AIDS.

Since they were 
going to a Halloween costume party, the two were dressed in costumes 
Unfortunately, they mistook the house number and by mistake went to a 
nearby house, inhabited by Rodney Peaks, his wife Bonnie, and their young 
baby. Yoshihiro and Webb frightened Mrs. Peairs, who called for her hus- 
band to get his gun. Mr. Peairs said that he thought Yoshihiro was an in- 
truder. Though Mr. Peairs shouted "Freeze/'Yoshihiro, who did not speak 
much English, did not stop walking toward the house. He said, "I'm here 
for the party," and was jumping in the air, trying to imitate John Travolta, the 
character that he was dressed up as. Mr. Peairs fired his gun, killing Yoshihiro. 

Mr. Peairs was taken into custody and released that same night because 
"there was no criminal intent." A 1976 Louisiana law says that a homeowner 
is justified in killing intruders if he "reasonably" believes that his life is in 
danger or that the shooting will prevent a break-in. (Someone had previ- 
ously stolen the Peairs' truck from their driveway; it was never recovered )

One is called MADD, which stands for Mothers Against 
Drunk Dnving. This organization, which was started by mothers who had 
lost children in motor vehicle accidents involving alcohol, works to make 
the public more aware of the dangers of drinking and driving and to strive 
for tougher laws and sentences for drunk drivers. Another organization is 
SADD, which stands for Students Against Driving Drunk. This group now 
has chapters in approximately 30,000 junior high schools, high schools 
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and colleges, but the vast majority are in high schools. Young people and 
to parents sign a "Contract for life" in which the young people agree to 
call home for transportation at any time if they or their friends have been 
drinking. In return, the parents pledge to pick up their children or pay for 
a taxi without asking any questions or giving the children any hassles. Per- 
haps because of the work of these organizations, the term "designated driver" 
a person in a group who is selected ahead of time as the driver and who will 
not have any alcohol during the evening out, has now become a part of 
normal English usage.

New Zealand mainland as well as nearby Stephen Island. Rats aboard boats 
from Polynesia entered the New Zealand mainland and killed off the Stephen 
Island wren there. On Stephen Island, the lighthouse keeper's cat killed off 
the small island population of wrens.

The Endangered Species Act, a special U.S. law designed to protect ani- 
mal and plant species that are in danger of becoming extinct, was passed in 
1973- Though the law does indeed serve its purpose of protecting plant 
and animal species, it has been a very controversial law because it costs a 
great deal of money to enforce and has resulted in the loss of jobs in certain 
cases. 

The Endangered Species Act currently includes more than 1,300 spe- 
cies with 912 of those species found in the United States. Since the law 
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took effect, 40 percent of the U.S. endangered species have stabilized or 
begun to improve in numbers while another 30 percent continue to de- 
cline but are declining more slowly. The bald eagle, the national symbol of 
the United States, numbered only 417 in 1963, but by 1993 that number 
had increased to 4,017; the bald eagle can now be found throughout the 
lower 48 states. 

Critics of the law point to the high costs (a 1990 government study 
concluded that it would cost $4.9 billion dollars to rescue the species then 
on the list). In addition, jobs are a very sensitive issue. The most well- 
known case involves the spotted owl, which inhabits forests in the north- 
western states. To protect the spotted owl, logging activities were halted 
or severely restricted. One estimate puts the number of lost jobs at 50,000 
to 100,000 as many mills and even some small towns closed down. 

The question boils down to this: What is one species worth? For some, 
it could be an undiscovered AIDS drug; for others, it could be a certain 
amount of money. Where do you stand?

"Is it 
the fault of animals that we humans are suffering disease and death?" he 
asked. Concerning the history of medical discoveries and cures resulting

from animal research, he said it was an unproveri myth. He added, "When 
you critically and honestly evaluate it, we do animal experimentation not 
because we think it right, but because we think we will derive benefits 
from it and because we have the power to do so." William Morton, a veteri- 
narian and director of the primate center at the University of Washington in 
Seattle, explained how monkeys are bred in a special setting on a small 
island in Indonesia and then brought to the United States, where they are 
injected with the AIDS virus. Many of the monkeys have died, and deadi is 
likely to be the fate of all of them. Morton said, "The dream, of course, is 
that one day one will survive and make medical history." He said that stop- 
ping animal research "would be devastating to research and to humanity. 
There will be no cure, no vaccine or progress in the fight against AIDS 
wiuiout the use of animal research." Two-thirds of all Nobel Prizes for medi- 
cine resulted from discoveries involving animal research. Practically all vac- 
cines, including polio, rubella, smallpox, measles, and mumps, would not 
be available today were it not for animal testing.

Exercise 26.4: The answer is d, habitat alteration. Human beings are de- 
stroying natural habitats in order to make way for farms to raise crops on 
and ranches to breed cattle on. The problem of habitat destruction is great- 
est in the tropical forests. Though tropical forests make up only 7 percent 
of the planet's surface area, they contain half of the earth's living species 
(plants and animals). For example, a square mile of tropical forest in Indo- 
nesia contains approximately 10 times as many species as the same size 
tract in the United States. More importantly, many of the tropical forest 
species inhabit only that specific part of that tropical forest, so clearing that 
particular area of land would result in the extinction of that species For 
example, New Caledonia, a relatively small island in the Pacific Ocean, con- 
tains 3,000 plant species, and 80 percent of these are not located anywhere 
else on the earth; but Britain, which is many times larger, has only 1,400 
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plant species, and only 1% of these are located only in Britain. Tropical 
forests are being eliminated at an alarming rate, perhaps as much as 75,000 
square miles per year. Clearly illustrating this dangerous pace, Ecuador has 
already lost 50 percent of its tropical forests while Madagascar has lost 90 
percent. Sadly, Madagascar was home to 250,000 species before the loss of 
its tropical forests.

In 1993, a 59-year-old British businesswoman gave birth to twins. Since 
her body was no longer producing its own eggs, she used donated eggs that 
had been implanted into her uterus at a clinic in Italy. In June 1994, an 
Italian woman, age 62, gave birth to a healthy baby. She also had under- 
gone a similar procedure at the same clinic in Rome. 

The medical procedure involves finding a donor. This is often a friend 
or family member. The egg donor receives hormones to increase egg pro- 
duction. The mother-to-be receives different hormones to prepare her body 
for pregnancy. When the donor begins to ovulate (produce eggs), die doc- 
tor inserts a thin needle to extract eggs from her ovaries. Then the eggs are 
mixed with sperm in a culture dish to create embryos. The doctor then 
inserts three to five embryos into the mother's womb. It usually takes more 
than one try for die woman to become pregnant, and sometimes multiple 
births can result. 

Many women have undergone this procedure successfully. The only 
"new" aspect is the fact that more and more often die women using this 
procedure are in their late 30s, 40s, 50s, and even, as in die case of die 
Italian woman, 60s. By using younger donors and screening the recipients 
for health problems, doctors report that this procedure is as safe for over-50 
mothers as it is for women in their 40s.

Dr. Jack Kevorkian gained fame, or notoriety, depending on your opin- 
ion, for helping the terminally ill to end their lives. Dr. Kevorkian, who 
practices medicine in the state of Michigan, attends "medicides," a term 
Kevorkian uses for doctor- assisted suicides. In these medicides, which he 
has been attending since 1990, Dr. Kevorkian provided patients with die 
means to commit suicide. 

On October 22, 1993, Dr. Kevorkian set up an apparatus that allowed 
Merian Frederick, a 72-year-old woman suffering from a debilitating nerve 
disease, to inhale carbon monoxide. About a month later, Dr. Kevorkian 
helped another doctor, Ali Khalili, die by a similar method. 

Dr. Kevorkian helped a 30-year-old man with a degenerative nerve dis- 
: which had left the man paralyzed and in extreme pain. The doctor put 
over the patient's face and connected it to a container of carbon 
monoxide. The patient then turned a knob to start the flow of the poison- 
ous gas to himself. The man made a videotape a mondi before the actual 
medicide. The tape shows the man with one arm dangling, completely use- 
less, while the man had difficulty moving his other arm. He was almost 
unable to swallow and took several minutes to get out these words: "I want 
to end it. I want to die." 

Many of the patients that Dr. Kevorkian has assisted with medicides are 
terminally ill. Many are in extreme pain. For example, Dr. Khalili had can- 
cer that had progressed to the point that his bones were fracturing and he 
had to use a morphine pump to control his pain. These patients chose to 
die rather than live. 
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In early 1992, die state of Michigan passed a law forbidding assisted 
suicides. This law was aimed specifically at Dr. Kevorkian. Dr. Kevorkian 
lias challenged the law, saying diat it is an invasion of a person's privacy, 
that a person has the right to die however and whenever he or she sees fit. 

Under the current law, Dr. Kevorkian could be convicted of murder. 
The court must decide whether the law as it is written now is correct.

However, the choice of suicide for such terminally ill people is much 
rarer than most people know, hi a survey of 86 others with the same dis- 
ease as Hyde, only 2 said they were sorry they were alive or dependent on 
a respirator. Medicide opponents say that we have underestimated the will 
or desire of people to live and should not use Hyde's decision to say that 
suicides widi help from doctors are OK.

Decisions in Court Cases

parties settled out of court for an undisclosed amount.

Exercise 6.5 

The first courts, which were in Iowa, ruled that the Schmidts should have custody 
of Jessica, since Dan had not signed away his parental rights. The DeBoers ap- 
pealed this decision and eventually the case reached the Iowa State Supreme Court, 
which again ruled that the biological parents should have custody of Jessica for the 
same reason. Iowa law states that biological parents have custodial rights unless a 
child has been abandoned — which Dan had not done — and only in the case of 
abandonment can the court consider the child's rights over the biological parents' 
rights. 

The DeBoers appealed this decision in a Michigan court. The Michigan Circuit 
Court ruled that Jessica should stay with the DeBoers because she might never get 
over losing the only parents she had ever known. Clearly the court was concerned 
about Jessica's welfare. The judge said he understood the Schmidt's pain in his 
decision but explained that "prolonging this battle is going to have a terrible effect 
on this child." The judge said the Schmidts would be true heroes if they made this 
sacrifice (of their parental rights) for Jessica. 



His reason for doing this did 
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Not wanting to give up, the Schmidts appealed to a higher court in Michigan. A 
few months later, the Michigan State Supreme Court ruled 6-1 that the state of 
Michigan had no jurisdiction over the case and diat Jessica would have to be re- 
turned to the Schmidts in a month. 

This case sparked an outcry across the United States. In a poll in Glamour 
magazine (January 1994), 87 percent of respondents said the court was wrong to 
send Jessica DeBoer back to die Schmidts. When asked who was most at fault for 
diis case, 33 percent said the courts for allowing this case to last so long, 31 per- 
cent said Cara Schmidt for lying about the birth father, 31 percent said both the 
Schmidts for trying to uproot Jessica, and only 5 percent said the DeBoers for drag- 
ging on a case that they knew uiey legally had no chance of winning. What do you 
think? 

Exercise 6.8 

The judge said that if a minor in the state of Florida can choose abortion, "then 
surely a minor child has the right to assert a constitutional privilege to resist an 
attempt to remove her from the only home she has known. . . and declare her the 
child of strangers." 

Kimberly's lawyer said, "She has lived in fear for five years of being taken from 
her fedier in the name of her so-called biological parents. The problem is that 
we've defined parenthood in terms of biology. That's a myth. Once a child is 
nurtured and cared for, you've got a family." 

Exercise 6.11 

The judge decided to award custody to Kay, Tyler's grandmother. The judge cited a 
1985 Virginia State Supreme Court ruling that a parent's homosexuality was grounds 
for having custody of a child taken away because of die state's anti-homosexual 
laws. 

Sharon appealed the case to the next highest court. The three judges for the 
Virginia Court of Appeals overturned die first court's decision and awarded cus- 
tody back to Sharon. A judge on die appeals court wrote, "The social science evi- 
dence showed that a person's sexual orientation does not strongly correlate widi 
that person's fitness as a parent. A parent's private sexual conduct, even if illegal, 
does not create a presumption of unfitness." Tyler's grandmother appealed the case 
to the next highest court. 

The Virginia State Supreme Court ruled 4-3 in favor ofTyler s grandmother. The 
court said that Sharon Bottoms was an unfit parent and that it was in the best 
interest of Tyler to be with his grandmother. Ironically, the court explained its 
decision by stating that Tyler would face discrimination from society if he lived 
with his mother and her lover. 
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Tyler is currently living with his grandmother. It is not clear whedier Sharon 
Bottoms will appeal this decision, nor is it clear whether the Supreme Court would 
agree to hear this case. Until a final decision is reached (when neidier party ap- 
peals again or when the case reaches the U.S. Supreme Court, whichever comes 
first), die ruling that Tyler be with his grandmodier is valid. 

In a related event, the highest court in New York has ruled that unmarried 
people— gay or straight— have a right to adobt their partners' children. New York 
has a law that says that any qualified individual— gay or straight— can adopt, so diis 
recent ruling was an extension of a previous law. Chief Judge Judith Kaye wrote: 
"To rule otherwise would mean diat the thousands of New York children actually 
being raised in homes headed by two unmarried persons could only have one legal 
parent, not the two who want diem." 

By allowing unmarried partners to adopt, the court can guarantee that the chil- 
dren receive a range of financial benefits that are now in question. 

Exercise 21.6 

On May 23, 1994, the jury acquitted Rodney Peaks of manslaughter but ordered 
him to pay $653,000 to the Hattoris. Peairs's lawyer stated in his closing argument, 
"You have the absolute right in this country to answer your door with a gun." In 
many states, his statement is technically correct. (You should realize diat gun laws, 
like many laws in the United States, do vary greatly from state to state. Louisiana 
gun laws are not as strict as in some other states.) 

When the news came out, people in Japan reacted with anger and disbelief to 
Peairs's acquittal. It is hard for Americans to understand how rare shootings are in 
Japan; ownership of most weapons is not allowed. In 1991, for example, only 74 
people in all of Japan died of gunshot wounds, and 67 of those people were con- 
nected to organized crime. In the United States, which has about double the popu- 
lation, more than 24,000 were killed in the same year. (For comparison, in 1990 
the United Kingdom reported 22 gun fatalities and Sweden had only 13.) 

Yoshihko's father attended all seven days of die trial. Afterwards, he said that 
the jury's verdict was "unbelievable." He added, "I don't believe this verdict repre- 
sents the rest of this country." Mr. Hattori and his wife led a petition campaign to 
get signatures of people who wanted to eliminate handguns in the United States. 
Eventually, they were able to present their petition of 1.6 million signatures in per- 
son to President Bill Clinton. Unfortunately, the handgun problem persists. 

The Hattoris realize that they may never get all of the money awarded them in 
this case, but they do want to get one thing: they want the gun that killed their son 
Yosliihiro to be destroyed. 

Japanese journalist Hirochi Sekiguchi, covering Peaks' trial, said, "Many Japa- 
nese people cannot believe why the United States allows its people to have guns. A 
gun is a weapon to kill other people, we believe."

The industrial tribunal also found that McParland was unfairly fired. However, the 
tribunal ruled that McParland himself was partly responsible for his dismissal and 
reduced the amount of the compensation by one-third, to $1,350.

The case went all the way to the Arkansas State Supreme Court. The Court ruled 
that the Osbornes should cut back on their display in order to reduce the large 
crowds. A lower court had ruled that die Osbornes keep the lights on for only 15 
days, hire guards, set up trash barrels, and post no-littering signs. Mr. Osborne was 
not happy with the decision, claiming that it violated his right to free speech and 
religious expression. There is a possibility that he might try to appeal to the U.S. 
Supreme Court.

Exercise 26.17 

The case generated a great deal of publicity. Many people were outraged that the 
judicial system, which is already filled with too many cases involving much more 
important issues, was being further clogged up with such a frivolous case as this 
one. The prosecutor decided to drop the case, so Mr. Balun did not have to pay any 
fines or serve any time in jail. However, since the cruelty to animal law in the state 
does not specifically mention rats as an exception, it is theoretically possible for 
someone else to find himself in the same legal trouble that Mr. Balun was in if he 
killed a rat in a cruel way. 

Exercise 28.11 

Officer Meinhold announced his homosexuality on television in May 1994 and 
received his discharge in August. On November 6, 1994, Judge Terry Hatter, Jr., 
ordered the navy to reinstate Meinhold while the case was being resolved. On No- 
vember 12, Officer Meinhold was sworn back into military service, thus becoming 
the first openly gay man to be reinstated into the military as a result of a court 
challenge. The navy did not contest the decision within the allotted time, and 
Officer Meinhold was able to serve in the navy again without fear of being expelled 
because of his sexual orientation.
